jperor William has snt to Ir. Bethmanrl
llallweg, the imperial chancellor, the fol-

lowing message, dated at the field head-
quarters of the army:

"In the result of the socond war loan,
which exceeds all expectations and Is un-

paralleled In financial history, I perceive
a manifestation of a will to conquer
which la prepared for al! sacrifices and
exertions, and confidence In the victory
ot the German people, relying on God.

"My Imperial thanks to all who hav
contributed to tbia great success. Like
the glorious exploits ot my army and my
navy, my victory fills me with )oy and
pride in being the first servant of such a
nation at such a time.

"I request you to publish this message."

PEKING. China. March -At th

conference today of Japanese diplomatic
rrprescntntives with Chinese statesmen
concerning Toklo's demands upon the
Chinese republic, the Chinese formally
Inquired as to the meaning of the recent
entrance of Japanese troops into China.
Minister Hlokl replied that these sol-

diers were for the rel lef of the present
Japanese garrisons In China, but that
these garrisons would remain where they
were until the conclusions of the present
negotiations.
